Stern berg w’as in stan tly killed by 
the robbers, an d the woman was hor­ 
ribly woun d ed . 
The robbers are still 
at large. 
The crime was committed proba­ 
bly about the closin g hour Saturd ay 
n ight. 
The cash register hivi been 
rifled an d the little safe in tn o store 
looted , the cash box havin g been 
taken from it an d broken open . 
IÏ" 
is thought that the robbers scoured 
about $300 or $400. 
This estimate Is 
mad e by E. M. Stern berg, brother of 
the murd ered man . 
It was shortly after 7 o’clock yes­ 
terd ay morn in g when a n elgbb .r liv­ 
in g in the vicin ity of the Stern berg 
store called to make a small pu-chase 
an d d iscovered the crime. 
The po­ 
lice force was immed iately n otified 
an d the en tire d epartmen t was put 
to work on the case.

The man n er in which 
the 
crime 
was committed was mad e very ap­ 
paren t by the evid en ce foun d . 
On 
the coun ter d irectly in fron t of Stern ­ 
berg’s bod y was a can of ha-d in es 
which had been open ed an d partially 
wrapped up. 
The con clusion reached 
by the police is that the robber, or 
there may have been more, had en ­ 
tered the store late Saturd ay n igli^t 
an d ord ered the can 
of 
sar.lin es. 
Stern berg, after open in g it, was prob­ 
ably in the act of wrappin g it up 
when he received the d eath blow 
d ealt by the robber. 
He evid en tly 
fell in his tracks. The robber 
rob­ 
bers then walked back of the coun ter 
an d d eliberately beat his.head irto a 
jelly. 
The Stern bergs lived in rooms in 
the rear of the store, an d Mrs. Stern ­ 
berg was evid en tly 
attracted 
from 
that part of the build in g by t’re as­ 
sault mad e on her husban d . 
She 
was foun d between the ice bux an d 
the meat 
choppin g 
block. 
It 
is 
thought that she was first struck with 
the iron bolt, which kn ocked out her 
eye. an d then struck with the meaf 
cleaver, the latter pen etratin g her 
skull. 
The floor n ear where the bod y of 
Stern berg an d the 
almost 
lifeless 
form of his wife were foun d was com­ 
pletely covered with the blood of th# 
two victims,^ it havin g run together 
formin g a pool. The on ly evid en ce of 
a struggle was foun d ia the livin g 
rooms back of the store. 
This lead s 
the authorities to believe that Mrs. 
Stern berg was beaten back by the 
robber or robbers in to these rooms 
after robe first en tered the store to 
assist 
her 
uusban d . 
There were 
splotches of blood on the wails an d 
floor in this room, an d several chairs 
were turn ed over. 
It is possible that 
she received )30th blows in the livin g 
apartmen ts, an d , after the robbers d e­ 
parted , man aged to crawl as far as 
the ice box in the store, whero she 
lost con sciousn ess an d was foitod .

PIES NOT HARMFUL have it hot before the meat is placed 
on it. 
Fish should be buttered and 
sprinkled with flour, which will pre­ 
vent the skin from adhering to the 
gridiron. Birds and other things which 
need to be halved should be broiled 
inside first. 
Remember that a hot, 
clear fire is necessary for cooking all 
small articles. They should be turned 
often to be cooked evenly without be­ 
ing burned.

Imperfectly Prepared, the Strongest 
Digestion Has Much to Do to 
Cope with Them— Method 
cf Making Pastry. 


‘T o you believe in pies?” asked 
a 
prim*looking student of an up-to-date 
cooking teacher. 
“Yes.” 
responded 
the 
teacher 
promptly, "for those who can digest 
them.” 
And the philosophy of a pie diet lies 
in her answer. Pies will not hurt the 
man or woman who has a perfect di­ 
gestion and leads an active life, par­ 
ticularly the active, outdoor life. They 
are lead on the stomach of the »man 
or woman who lives a sedentary life 
and who has never known what per­ 
fect health is. And as there are many 
men and women in cities and outside 
who have good digestions, despite the 
prevalence of 
nervous 
prostration, 
why not give them an occasional pie 
as a special treat? 
First* as to the 
pastry 
for 
the 
foundation. 
If you want good old- 
fashioned crust, with a slight aid to 
digestion added try 
this 
recipe, in 
which baking powder is introduced:- 
Three cups sifted flour, one-half cup 
of lard, one and one-half cups butter, 
one-half teaspoon of baking powder, 
one cup cold water. 
Sift the baking 
powder into the flour, cut the lard in­ 
to the flour with a silver knife and 
mix“ it into a smooth paste with the 
water. 
Set away on ice for 15 min­ 
utes. 
Press the milk and salt out of 
the butter with a clean, 
cold, 
wet 
tawel* and flour it lightly. 
Now roll 
out y^jur 
dough 
on 
a 
well-floured 
board, lay the butter on it, fold over 
and roll out until it is half an inch 
thick. Turn it over, fold each end in­ 
to the middle, flour lightly and roll 
out .again. 
Repeat this process at 
least three times and the butter will 
be worked into the 
flour 
without a 
touch of your 
warm 
hands. 
Heat 
makes pastry heavy. 
This pastry is 
better if it remains on ice for half a 
day or more before using. 
Here are fillings for the paste: 
Cream Pie—In a double boiler place 
one pint of sweet milk when boiling 
hot add two tablespoonfuls of flour 
and two of cornstarch rubbed smooth 
in a little cold milk. 
Beat the yolks 
of two eggs Into half a cup of granu­ 
lated sugar and turn into the thick­ 
ened milk. 
Boil, stirring constantly, 
until the eggs are set, remove from 
the fire, cool and flavor with vanilla 
or lemon. 
Pour into pie tins already 
lined with the pastry and bake in the 
oven. 
That is, the under crust 
is 
baked before the filling is added. Over 
the top of the filling spread a 
mer­ 
ingue made of the whites 
of 
two 
eggs, beaten stiff, with two tablespoon­ 
fuls of pulverized sugar. 
Brown to a 
golden tint in a moderately quick oven 
and serve very cold. 
Lemon Pie—Grated rind, pulp and 
juice (after carefully removing every 
seed) of one lemon, cup sugar, one- 
third cup of water, yolks of 
three 
eggs, one teaspoon of butter (melted), 
one teaspoon of cornstarch. Rub wa­ 
ter, cornstarch and 
sugar 
together. 
Add 
beaten 
yolks 
of eggs, melted 
butter and lemon, pour Into pie tins 
with under crust only. 
When baked 
spread 
with 
meringue 
made 
with 
whites of the three eggs and three 
tablespoons of sugar. 
Pumpkin Pie—Three cups of steanK 
ed pumpkin has been mashed and run 
through a sieve or fine colander, two 
teafepoons of brown sugar, three eggs, 
one-half teaspoon of salt, one teaspoon 
of ginger, one teaspoon of cinnamon, 
one-half nutmeg grated, one pinch all- 
flpice, one pint pew milk. 
Bake in an 
undercrust in a slow oven for one 
hour. 
Sufficient for two big pies.

must be depo sited in go ld. Each bank 
must have at least five directo rs. No 
limit is placed upo n the number o f 
shareho lders. 
Canada has 34 banks. 
They arc 
o wned by 
26.000 
shareho lders, 
an 
average o f 765 fo r each bank. 
These 
banks have many branches, as many 
as are justified by the demands o f 
business. 
This system o f branches 
equalizes the interest rat^s thro ugh­ 
o ut the co untry, 
in Vanco uver, fo r 
example, 
there- 
are 12 branches o f 
eastern banks. 
The Vanco ver mer­ 
chant pays no mo re fo r mo ney than 
if he were in Mo ntreal, To ro nto o r 
Halifax, where the banks have their 
head o ffices. 
Each shareho lder in a Canadian 
bank is liable fo r do uble the face 
value o f his shares. 
Thus a bank 
capitalized at $ 500,0041 has the back­ 
ing o f $ 1,000,000. 
Each bank is per­ 
mitted to issue no tes to the amo unt 
o f its actual 
paid-up 
capitallzaiio n.
